A business man in the United States 
got a position in the St. Louis off¬ 
ice "Price Administration" during 
the war.

He handed it to his se» 
letary saying, "write, 1 cant use him 
now, say 1 will let him know if an>* 
thing turns up later." The secretary 
loaded her machine "itn a letter 
sheet and eleven copy sheets. 

“Why so many," he asked She 
gave him the distribution, a long 
lifet winding up one in the reading 
file, one in the central file two in 
the cross index division file. 

"Kill .it", he said, "I’ll phone him."

There Is one thing which has al¬ 
ways puzzled me about, the meat 
packing business, believe it or not 
profit margins in meat packing are 
extremely small. In a recent add¬ 
ress before the St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce, John Holmes, Pres¬ 
ident of Swift and Company oi Chic¬ 
ago. piobably the largest packers 
in the world, made this statement: 
‘The margin of profit in the meat 
packing business is so small • hat ll 
we abolished profits altogether it 
would not enable us to pay a higher 
price for livestock, nor lower the 
price ol meats. 1 lie Bwilt margin 
o'er a ten year period "as approx¬ 
imately lC per (lullui sale. 11 piolits 
were abolished how much would this, 
add to the price of a steer, that is 
if the farmer got it all. 

In Canada a number of different 
manufacturers have recently under¬ 
taken a survey of industries in their 
own town. London started it, then 
Brantford came along, then ltegiua. 
Here is the story from Brantford. 

Eight companies in (lie city of 
Brantford recently answered this 
question: "Who gets the factory 
dollar?" For every 100 employes in 
these lactories there weie 92 share 
holders. Out of every dollar of pro- 
dud produced, 65c went to Mater¬ 
ials, Supplies etc., 26c was p%id to 
employees, taxeg took 0c, theie was 
retained in the business 3C for plant 
extension less than 1C ( 91 of a cent 
if 7 «r> vnnt ll exat tly) was paid to 
shareholders. (I‘ructions have been 
eliminated, figures taffon to the 
nearest cent.)

Conclusions. Less than 75% of 

•he farm samples of wheat seed 
tested m 1941, 1942, 1944 and 1945 
'as "satisfactorily pure" as to 
variety. In other words, over 25% 
of the samples tested in these years 
produced, when grown under field 
conditions, more than one percent 
of inferior (foreign, off-tvpe, etc.) 
plants. In 1946 and 1947, however, 
’he situation improved considerably. 
Of the farm seed stocks tested for 
varietal purity in these years more 
than 90% was classified as “satis¬ 
factorily pure". The best advice 
we can give to farmers with respect 
to the purity of their wheat and 
other seed stocks ia this. When in 
doubt, change your seed. 9
